I have the honor herewith, to submit to you 


my T'ifth Biennial Report of the transactions of this. 


office, showing receipts, expenditures, moneys on hand, 
and condition of the various funds of the Territory on 
the 31st day of December, 1886. 

In explanation of the tardiness of the Treasurer 
in delivering this report, permit me to state that it is 
not possible, under existing law, for County Treasurers: 
to comply strictly with its provisions, which require 
them to report to the Territorial Treasurer at the end 
of each quarter, and at the same time to settle with 
their several Boards of Supervisors on the first Mon- 
day of the following -month prior to making said re- 
port. This places the Territorial Treasurer, who is 
required by statute to make this report on the 31st of 
December, before he can possibly procure data upon

consistency in the law has delayed this and previous 
reports, and should, I think, be remedied by the Leg- 


islature. 


The bon led indebtedness of the Territory, exclu-

My experience in the issuance and sale of Terri- 

torial bonds leads me to the conclusion that if the prin- 

- cipal and interest of such bonds as may hereafter be 
issued were made payable either in New York or San 
Francisco, it would enhance their value in the market 
more than enough*to pay the.expense of a fiscal agent

and the transportation of funds to meet their payment. 

I believe that such: portion of the Territorial debt 
as has not by legal enactment a stated time to run, 
ean and should be funded, and bonds issued and 
sold for that purpose at a lower rate of interest than 
the debt now bears, and that such legislation as would 
accomplish this end would be highly beneficial to the 
tax-payers of this Territory. 

The Act of 1883, No 84, as referred to in my last 
report to your predecessor, still stands inoperative on 
the statute book. It provides for the redemption of 
the $90,000—10 per cent bonds above mentioned, and 
for which no provision-is made to pay them, by the 
issuanee of 7 per cent. bonds, fully provided for, in 
their stead. The 10 per cent. bonds by the terms of 
the act under which they were issued have a stated 
° time to run, and holders prefer to take the 10 per cent. 

and the chances of their final payment rather than a 
lower rate with final payment assured. 1 know of no 
way of calling them in either for exchange or payment 
until due unless holders voluntarily surrender them. 

There seems to be a diversity of opinion with 
Boards of Supervisors in the several counties as to the - 

levy of taxes and collection of funds for the payment 

-of interest on certain bonds. Some of the Treasurers 
report collections for all the funds provided by law, 
while others, leave out one or more. “These are all 
shown in detail in this report. I deem-a Territorial 
Board of Equalization to be a necessity, and that one 
of its duties should be to see that all counties make the 
same levys as well as to equalize the value of property 
in the several counties. l ! | 

The rate of interest on general fund warrants; 
presented and not paid for want of funds, is in my 
opinion in excess of what is warranted by existing 
conditions. They bear 10 per cent. per annum while 
bonds of the Territory, no better secured, bearing, 3 
per cent. less interest, have been sought for and sold at 
à premium ; and it is now believed by dealers in such 
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securities that 6 per cent. bonds of the Territory can 
be sold at par. 

I see no sufficient reason why the warrants, 
either of the Territory or à county, should bear a 
higher rate of interest than their bonds. 

The transmission of funds from County, Treasur- 
ers to this office has always been a matter of consider- 
able solicitude on the part of the Treasurer. The 
statute provides that they shall be sent by registered 
mail, unless otherwise directed by the Territorial 
Treasurer. Under this provision I have used my 
own best judgment, and happily have never met with 
a loss in transit. I consider the mail, whether the 
package be registered or not, a very unsafe method of 
transportation for large sums. If lost in the mail 
there is practically no redress, and I have only had 
recourse to it when there was no alternative, Wells, 
Fargo & Co., our only express in this Territory, have 
refused, during the past two years,to carry money 
over stage lines. The money order system is tedious 
for large amounts and has seldom been resorted to. 

The safest and cheapest method that has present- 
ed itself has been the use of checks and drafts, such as 
County Treasurers have been able to proeure aud were 
willing to endorse. Some of these I have been able to 
use at their face value in payment of warrants and 
coupons. Others I have sold, or sent away for collec- 
tion, at an expense of $ per cent., whieh is about the 
expense of money orders 

All the counties have now reported for the quar- 
ter ending Dec. 31st, 1886, and all paid the amounts 
reported except Apache, which reports a robbery of 


funds belonging to the Territory; Yavapai, which is 


awaiting a final settlement with the ox-treasurer, by 
order of the Board of Supervisors; and Gila county, 


delayed for want of a safe means of transportation. 


These discrepancies in their balances are all 
shown in the body of this report. Š
